‘ing Mariabdel, the king of Grenada, having col- 
d ge ted his army, aud put himself at its head, 
fad passed over into Africa, aad was advaac- 
ng pe to the walls of Tunis. Murtuccio, taking 
Bi, post according to his greater exoerience of 
¢ country, gave battle to the invaders. The 
48 su flict, fiom the superior numbers of the en- 
giv ny, was long, but victory was at length Mar

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Gostaoza, during this time, continued in the 
onse of the Saracen widow, and though her 
elancholy had much diminished, she still re- 


tained a tender remembrance of ber lost lover, 
her eyes were often suffused in tears, and the 


aiety of her companions, though kindly in- 


ended for her entertainment, ouly augmented 
ber @neasiness, from its contrast to the real 
tate of ber mind. 


Such was the situation of 
ustanza, when the whole country around 
yng with the victory and praises of Martuc- 


io. 
The report at length reached the ears of 
ostanzt. The name of Martuccio being that 
of her lover, whom she supposed dead, excit- 
dal the feelings of her soul; bat who can 
describe her emotion, when she learned that 
this Martuccio was a Christian from the island 
“fof Lipari, that had beem takem by Hamet, in 
he Mediterranean, and preseated by him asa 
pilave to Seliman. 

There was no room for forther doubt ; it 
was the same Martaccig, it was Martuccio ber 
long lost, bet at length recovered, jover. We 

i) wot attempt to describe the joys of Gos. 
~Btanzi—in a word, it was rapiere, transport, 
Jand the very madness of joy 5; her eyes plis- 
tegaed with fresher tustre, her features were 
animated with new life, «nc ber cheeks clow- 
ed with all the imparted radiance of love, 
‘ hope, and youth, Her upusuar appearance 
coud pot bot excite tre remark aod curiosity 
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ofher kind protectress It waswome time be- 
fore Gostanza recovered suflicteat tranquility 
to explain the caure of her transport ; she at 
length, however, related every incideut of 
her life, and concluded by throwing herself ia 
the arms of the widow, exclaiming—** Behold 
my Martuccio restored | it can be so other 
than himself !”’ 

The widow, upon comparison of the circum- 
stances of the narrative, was of the same opin- 
ion; and after the emotions of Gostanga had 
subside! into greater tranquility, they resolr- 
ed to depart for Tan's, and seek Martoccio.— 
The resolution was executed with an equal.a- 
lacrity with which it was taken; a few days 
brought them to the city. 

The first care of the widow was to leave 
Gestanz: at the house of one of her friends, af- 
ter which see departed ia search ef Martuc- 
cio, She resolved, however, to have the plea- 
sure of witnessing his surprise ; and therefore 
having at length obtained admittance inte his 
bouse and presence, thus addressed him :— 
* Martoccio, it has been my fortune to pur- 
chase a slave from the is!and of Lipari—he is 
acqvainted wth your oameand family, and 
requests to see you upor bu-iness of equal se- 
crecy and importance ; he was not willing to 
entrust even this message toany other than 
myself—I] have entertaken it, therfore, and 
thus execute it. Will you attemd me, my 
lord >” 

The name of his native islaed, the abode of 
Gostanza, could not be indifferent to the ears 
of Martuccio ; his emotion was visible in the 
fertures of his countenance, and the widow al- 
ready understood that Gostanzs was not for- 
gotten; nor was her penetration deceived — 
Martoccio had never for amoment lost thougnt 
of his absent Gostanza ; in the midst of servi. 
tude and glory, she was the constant image of 
his memory ; he bad no other purpose than to 
avail himself of lis present wealth, aad as soor 
as he could make his escape. or obtain | ermis 
sion of departure, to return to Lipari, aad de 
mand the hand of his be'oved Gostanaa. The 
widow, therefore, no svoner propoxed that he 
should follow ber to her house to see a slave 
from Lipari, than he eagerly obeved, in hopes 
that be might hear somevhing of Lywm:chus 
and his davehter. They soon arrived at the 
house of the widow's frend. We wilt no: ar- 
tempt to descr be the meeting of Gostanza and 
Martuccio; conceive every thing of love, jow, 
and transport, of as'onishmeat on ove side, and 
rapture ow the other, and you may form some 
faint idea of their emotions. 

“QQ my Gostanga! aod art thou indeed a- 
live? I have seat to creck Vow ia your native 
island, but could receive no other information 
than that you tad left your father’s house, and 
and were by geegeral report supposed to have 
been dead, A thousand and ten thousand 
thanks 'o the fortune which thus resiores you 
te my arms 5 yet tt tenet to foriune that I can 
impo e an eveotof such beaevoleace. There 
isa being, my Gostanas, who presides over 
fortune, and directs every thing to the fual 
accomplishment of bis own wee purpose ; it 
is he thatatthe same moment deliverea ne tn- 
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to the hands, and preserved me from th+ 
sword, of Hamet—it is he who thus covered 
me with victory and glory ina land of Infidels 
—itis he who preserved the life of my Gus- 
tanga, though exposed vo the caprice of tide 
aod wiad in re other vesse! than a Gshing boat 
—it is he whe condected the same to the 
ceas' of Tonis—it is he who thus p ed us 
fer each other, and by means the mest indirect 
and which appeared least suited to his final 
purpose, has thas effected our happiness aad 
endless unien. (iostanza, my Gostanga, ao- 
thing shall again divide us ” 

In this manner did Martuccio breathe forth 
his love, his rap ere, aud hie gratitude; and 
Gostanaa returved 90 other reply thaa sock 
embraces as her modesty would permit. 

Their tranquility restored, Martuccio, leav. 
ing her ender the care of the widow, retarn. 
ed to the palace of the Dey ; and with conti. 
dence related to him every thing, beth with 
regard ‘o Gostans: and hime f; be concluded 
by demanding permission of departure fur bis 
nacive isiand. 

The Dey was eqnally turpri-ed and delight- 
ed at the siagular incideats, and st !] more ex- 
traordimary event of this varrative, end eom- 
manded Gostanz. herse!f to we conducted into 
his presence. ostanz+t appearing at his sum- 
moos, the Dey demanded of herself the repe- 
tition of her nirratiwe ; and when she bad fia- 
ished, he thus addressed her :—** Gostanea, 
you have merited him fora husband.” Cpoa 
this he lo:ded them with the moa: costly vitts 
aod having freighted a ship wub the riehest 
commodities which his kingdom ceuld aliord, 
preseated it to Martuecio, ead geve him per- 
mission to depart tor L por. 

Martaccio, afier rewarding the good widow 
for ber pretection of Gostana+, eabarked.— 
Their vovage was bappy; and Lysimochas 
heorsel(, be og summoned to the shore by the 
appearance of astipsaling immediaiery to hie 
garden, bad the happiness to receive them ia 
his oPenes, 

Gostanz2 and Martuccio were scon united 
at the altar, and their happiness was such ae 
might be expected from their well tried love
